Wounded warriors make bamboo 
fly rods, float the AuSable River

Six wounded warriors were 
treated to the peace and tranquil- 
ity with a float down the 
AuSable River, capping off a 
week in the community through 
a national initiative called 
Project Healing Waters. 


Project Healing Waters’ mis- 


sion is dedicated to the physical 


and emotional rehabilitation of 


disabled and active military serv- 
ice personnel and veterans 
through fly fishing and fly tying 
education and outings. 

Retired Navy Cpt. Ed 
Nicholson started the program in 
2004 after he went to Walter 
Reed Army -Medical Center 
Hospital in Washington, D.C. for 
cancer surgery. He witnessed 
current soldiers struggling 
through their own recoveries. 

As an avid outdoorsmen, 
Nicholson recruited friends and 
started offering fly tying classes. 
Then, during the spring and sum- 
mer months, the initial group 
organized trips to fishing spots in 
the area because they knew that 
nature could heal the spirit and 


body, not only from physical 
wounds, but long-term issues 
such as post traumatic stress dis- 
order, 

The program provides basic 
fly fishing, fly casting, fly tying 
and rod building classes, along 
with clinics for wounded and 
injured personnel ranging from 
beginners to those with prior fly 
fishing and tying experience who 
are adapting their skills to their 
new abilities. All fly fishing and 
lymg equipment is provided 1o 
the participants at no cost. 
Fishing trips, both one day and 
multi-day are also provided at no 
cost to the participants, 

The project relies on the 
Federation of Fly Fishers, Trout 
Unlimited, and independent fly 
fishing clubs to conduct the pro- 
gram through the Department of 
Defense and Disabled American 
Veterans hospitals across the 
nation, The volunteer staff and 
outings leaders include experi- 
enced fly fishers and guides, 
who donate their time and 
knowledge to support the project 
participants.

Capital Airport in Traverse City 
on Sunday, March 18, then sam-

The veteran’s visit to Grayling 
was coordinated by local river 
guide Victor Edwards and Jim

Waters sponsor who has a cabin 
on the Manistee River near 
Grayling. Ollevaere assists veter- 
an through Project Healing 
Waters at Ft Belvoir, Va. 

Some of the veterans stayed 
above the Old AuSable Fly Shop. 

“These guys were pretty 
stoked to be staying above a fly 
shop right on the banks of the 
AuSable River,’ Edwards said. 

During the week, the veterans 
crafted their own, hand-made, 
custom bamboo fly rods. 

Ron Barch, the editor of “The 
Planing Form” a newsletter for 
bainboo rod builders for over 20 
years, was the lead instructor for 
the rod building class. Dennis 
Highman supplied the compo- 
nents for the rods. Rod builders 
Mike Biondo and Peter Jones 
assisted with the class.

Huron 
Pines opts 
to move

The Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners is holding a non-profit con- 
servation group’s feet to the fire financially. 

The board, by a four to two vote, 
approved to terminate a lease with Huron 
Pines, a non-profit organization which has a 
mission to conserve forests, lakes and 
streams. 

In February, the county purchased the 
building where Huron Pines offices are 
located at 501 Norway Street from Dave 
Wyman. The county paid $300,000 for the 
building and plans to move District Health 
Department #10 offices to part of the build- 
ing from their current location at 503 
Meadows Drive. 

After the county purchased the building, 
the Huron Pines Board of Directors sought 
to negotiate a termination of its lease 
because they do not believe it is compatible 
to be in the same building as the Health 
Department. 

“Noise carries throughout that whole 
building,” said Brad Jensen, the executive 
director for Huron Pines, “J think you're 
going to have some pretty big time privacy 
issues on behalf of both organizations.” 

Stephenson disagreed with that opinion. 

“It’s not like you’re going to be intermin- 
gling with them,” Stephenson said. “You’re 
in one part of the building and they are 
going to be in another part.” 

Huron Pines currently has a staff of 10 
employees. Through funds gained through 
the Great Lakes Restoration Initiative, the 
organization plans to hire five more people.

Farm market 
will move 
downtown 
this summer

The Grayling Farm Market will be 
uprooted and moved to a new location this 
summer. 

The Grayling Farm Market is scheduled 
to open for the season from 2 p.m. to 6 p.m. 
on Thursday, April 17, in the Grayling City 
Park. 

On June 9, the Grayling Farm Market 
will add a second day on Saturday, with 
plans on maintaining weekend hours as 
summer progresses and harvest time 
approaches. 

“For a brief period of time, both farm 
markets will be running on Thursday and 
Saturday, transitioning the Thursdays out 
by the end of summer,” said Grayling Farm 
Market Manager Beth Hubbard. 

The move to the downtown area was 
prompted by a lack of parking and space 
in the Grayling City Park as vendor partici- 
pation at the farm market continues to 
grow. 

Two locations are still being considered, 
which include the parking lot the city owns 
behind the former Chief Shoppenagon’s 
Motor Hotel and on Michigan Avenue. 

Hubbard wants to continue to promote 
health and nutrition while giving downtown 
businesses an economic shot in the arm. 

“If it’s downtown, people are already out 
mingling and shopping and I feel that they 
will go in and out of the stores,” Hubbard 
said. 

The Grayling Farm Market will also 
include local artisans selling handcrafted 
items this year. 

“Offering handmade artisan crafts plus 
the farm market will be appealing to almost 
every type of person, "Hubbard said, “I. 
think it’s, a win-win for our ‘community, 


with the increase in foot traffic and putting 


them on our streets so they will 80 to our 
local businesses.” i

The owner of a non-prof- 
it cat shelter earned another 
day in court last week in 
hopes of continuing opera- 
‘tions. 

46th Circuit Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy ruled in 
favor of Beaver Creek 
Township on two argu- 
ments in a lawsuit filed 
against Delores Guay, but 
will hold another hearing 
on disputed zoning. 

Guay is the owner of the 
Leaning Oaks Cat Haven, 
which she started in 2007. 
She obtained a license to 
operate the facility through 
the Michigan Department 
of Agriculture and gained 
nonprofit status as a rescue 
operation. 

In 2009, Beaver Creek 
Township planners denied a 
special use permit for Guay, 
essentially shutting down 
the non-profit cat rescue 
operation. Beaver Creek 
Township Zoning 
Administrator Gerald 
Balmes recommended 
Guay seek a special use 
permit to have a home 
occupation business after 
receiving several com- 
plaints from neighbors 
about feral cats around her 
property. 

Guay’s property is locat- 
ed in a residentially zoned 
neighborhood, where the 
operation of a business is 
prohibited, with the excep- 
tion of a home occupation. 

Guay applied to have the 
cat haven considered as a 
home business, feline res- 
cue, trapping and adoption 
and monthly shot clinic 
under township regulations.

Township Planning 
Commission ruled that the 
Leaning Oaks Cat Haven 
did not qualify-as a home 
occupation and denied her 
request for a special use 
permit. 

On Jan. 14, 2010, 
Murphy ruled that Guay 
exhausted her right to 
appeal the decision of the 
Beaver Creek Township’s 
Planning Commission to 
the local court system. 

Last July, Michigan 
Court of Appeals Justices 
ruled that Murphy was cor- 
rect in deciding the court 
had no jurisdiction over the 
matter. The Justices also 
said Murphy was accurate 
to rule that Guay failed to 
exhaust her administrative 
remedies in a timely man- 
ner. Finally, they ruled that 
Guay’s claim should be 
barred and considered a 


collateral attack on the 
planning commission's 
decision. 


Beaver Creek Township 
is seeking injunctive relief 
in Crawford County Circuit 
Court, seeking to get Guay 
to comply with the town- 
ship’s ordinance. The town- 
ship’s ordinance — only 
allows a person to have four 
pets or domesticated ani- 
mals at a residence. Guay 
has two cats as pets and 18 
cats in her shelter, which is 
located in the basement of 
her home.

46th Trial Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy on 
Monday, March 20, sen- 
tenced Michael Joseph 
Beaver, 32, of Dearborn, to 
serve 150 months to 30 
years in prison for home 
invasion first degree. 
Murphy also sentenced 
Beaver to serve 28 months 
to seven years and six 
months in prison for two 
counts of larceny of 
firearms and one count of 
possession of a firearm by a 
felon. 

Beaver’s co-defendant, 
Damon Dee Pamame, 40 of 
Mio, was sentenced to serve 
28 months to 15 years in 
prison for two counts of 
receiving and concealing 
stolen firearms. Murphy 


can say about this.” 

Grayling Attorney Adam 
Vernon, who has represent- 
ed Guay in her three-year 
battle to keep the cat shelter 
open, argued that the cats 
are kept separate from 
Guay’s family living quar- 
ters. He also said the cats 
are not pets, they are feral 
and wild and should be 
considered as inventory of 
the animal shelter. 

Brabant was baffled with 
Vernon’s attempt to make a 
distinction between shelter 
cats and cats kept in a 
home. 

“It flies in the face of 
reality,” he said. “It’s a 
great argument, but I don’t 
see it carrying the day.” 

Murphy agreed saying 
cat is included as a defini- 
tion in the township’s zon- 
ing ordinance to make a 
distinction between pets 
and their more wild feline 
family members such as a 
cougar, bobcat or a lynx. 

“Feral or not, a cat is a 
cat in my view,” Murphy 
said. 

Despite losing arguments 
on the number of cats 
allowed and where they are 
kept, Murphy did preserve 
one argument in Guay’s 
favor. 

Vernon is still arguing 
that the cat shelter should 
be considered as a home 
occupation, Although it is 
not listed in the township’s 
ordinance with other com- 
mon home occupations 
such a$ a seamstress/dress- 
maker, accountant, real 
estate agent or hair stylist, 
Vernon said the list of 
potential home occupations 
is not exhausted. 

Vernon added that the

said the case involved a 
home invasion, which 
occurred around Feb. 2, 
2010.

shelter does not take up 
more than 25 percent of the 
ground level in Guay’s 
home. 

Vernon said the township 
is bound to abide by the 
language and definitions in 
its ordinance. 

“It’s intended to secure 
some flexibility in favor of 


a home occupation,” 
Vernon said. 
Murphy noted that a spe- 


cial use permit for the ani- 
mal shelter would need the 
approval from neighboring 
residents and Balmes. 

Vernon said Balmes sug- 
gested Guay seek the spe- 
cial use permit as the easi- 
est way to resolve the zon- 
ing issue, but argued that 
the permit was not needed 
in the first place. 

Neighbors complained 
that cat feces and urine 
were on their property, like- 
ly from people who 
dumped cats in the area 
after learning Guay operat- 
ed the shelter. 

Vernon said that Guay 
does not even have a sign, 
indicating the shelter is at 
her home. 

“We’re not interfering 
with the use of anyone’s 
property and it doesn’t 
change the character of the 
neighborhood one bit,” 
Vernon said. 

A future hearing will be 
held to determine if the 
shelter can be considered as 
a home occupation or if a 


special use permit is 
required, 
Murphy commended 


Guay for providing a com- 
munity service. 

“T like what she is doing,” 
Murphy said. “I’m an ani- 
mal lover.”

later arrested. 

Plaga testified against 
Beaver and Pamame at their 
jury trial. In February, 
Murphy sentenced Plaga to 
serve 10 months to 22 years 
and six months in prison 
for weapons-firearms-pos- 
session, weapons-firearms- 
felony and home invasion 
second-degree. Murphy 
also sentenced Plaga to 
serve two years in prison for 
felony firearms before serv- 
ing time for the other 
charges. 

The three men were 
ordered to pay $47,215 to 
the homeowner. 

“This is just not play 
stuff,” Ayers said. “They 
took $50,000 worth of stuff 
out of this guy’s house.” 

Ayers said additional 
charges would be sought for 
the break-ins of other cab- 
ins, which were not includ- 
ed in the restitution. 

Murphy said the amount 
of property the men con- 
spired to steal factored into 
his sentencing of Beaver, 
which was the 10th time he 
has been in court. 

“It was a treasure trove of 
stolen property that was 
recovered,” Murphy said. 

Despite health issues, 
Murphy admonished 
Pamame for being involved 
in criminal activity at this 
age. 

“You're a member of the 
same den of thieves and 
you're all a pack of liars,” 
Murphy said. “Stolen guns 
can’t be traced and they end 
up being involved in other 
crimes,” 

Murphy hit Pamame with 
$8,000 in penal fines, since 
charges the jury convicted 
him for were all for finan- 
cial gain, 

“You were in for the 
money - pure greed,” 
Murphy said.

Meth traffickers sentenced to prison

Three people, including 
the parents of three children, 
were sentenced to serve 
prison terms for metham- 
phetamine trafficking in 
Crawford County. 

Chief 46th Circuit Trial 
Court Judge Janet M. Allen 
on March 14 sentenced 
Phillip Edward Eckstein, 
25, of Traverse City, to 
serve two years and one 
month to 20 years in prison. 
Eckstein plead guilty to a 
charge of controlled sub- 
stance-delivery/manufac- 
ture methamphetamine on 
Dec. 5, 2011. 

Allen sentenced Dasie 
Nichole Herrmann, 31, of 
Grayling, to serve 35 
months to 20 years in 
prison. She plead guilty to a 
charge or controlled sub- 
stance-operating/maintain- 
ing a laboratory in the pres- 
ence of a minor on Jan, 9. 

Finally, Gary Edward 
Herrmann Jr, 41, of 
Grayling, was sentenced to 


serve five years to 20 years 
in prison. He also plead 
guilty to controlled sub- 
stance- ~operating/maintain- 
ing a laboratory in the pres- 
ence of a minor on Jan. 9. A 
count of controlled sub- 
stance-delivery/manufac- 
ture methamphetamine sec- 
ond or subsequent offense- 
double penalty was dropped 
by the Crawford County 
Prosecutor’s office. 

The three were arrested 
on Aug. 30 by officers from 
the Strike Team 
Investigative Narcotics 
Group (STING), who were 
investigating suspected 
methamphetamine  traffick- 
ing in Grayling Township. 

STING, assisted — by 
Crawford County Sheriff's 
Deputies, executed a search 
warrant at a residence and 
discovered evidence that 
two meth labs were located 
in a trailer, 

The Herrmanns and three 
minor children were at the 
trailer when the search war- 
rant was served. Eckstein 


had fled the scene prior to 
the arrival of the officers. 
Later that day, Crawford 
County Animal Contral 
Officer Gail Foguth was al 
the trailer to remove a dog. 
Foguth witnessed a male 
suspect leaving the trailer, 
While hiding in the 
woods near the trailer, 
Eckstein fell from a tree and 
dislocated his shoulder and 
fractured bones in his back. 
He was taken into custody 
by STING officers with the 


assistance of Crawford 
County Sheriff's Deputies. 
The Michigan State 
Police’s Seventh District 
Meth Response Team, 
which includes police 
trained to deal = with 


methamphetamine labs and 
removal of associaled haz- 
ardous materials, assisted 
STING in the investigation. 

Allen ordered Eckstein 
and the Herrmanns to pay 
$1,731 in restitution for the 
cost of remediating the 
highly toxic chemicals.

other.

In both lines of thinking, 
Candidate Ron Paul is dis- 
missed as a relative flea on 
the Republican elephant’s 
rump; he can continue his 
campaign because it makes 
no difference in either short 
or long ranges.

IN MANY WAYS, all 
these suggestions are solid 
political advice, but 
nobody’s moving out, and it 
very likely will be a four- 
candidate race right up until 
the Tampa nominating con- 
vention, | 

All four men want to be 
president. Each thinks he 
can win. Each thinks he can 
do many good things for this 
country. If they didn’t 
believe these things, they 
would not be running in the 
first place, and enduring all 
the hardships that a lively 
national presidential cam- 
paign entails. 

Mr. Romney could lock 
up the majority 1,144 dele- 
gate support before the 


to the 


Tampa convention. His 
strategy seems to be to win 
enough delegates by June. 

Mr. Santorum seems to 
believe he could thwart Mr. 
Romney’s delegate strategy 
if his own support, already 
won largely in southern and 
border states, could be com- 
bined with Mr. Gingrich’s 
delegate support, also large- 
ly from the same geography 
where Mr. Santorum has 
shown strength. 

* * * 

MR. GINGRICH likely 
concedes to himself that he 
cannot win enough delegate 
support to be nominated 
through primaries and cau- 
cuses. 

If he still entertains 
dreams of becoming presi- 
dent, then the only way Mr. 
Gingrich could win the 
nomination is by denying a 
successful pre-convention 
delegate majority to both 
Mr. Romney and Mr. 
Santorum, and sending the 
decision to the national con- 


vention. 

In this scenario, if neither 
of the two front runners 
would receive the magical 
1,144 votes on the conven- 
tion’s first ballot, then the 
question is wide open, and 
Newt Gingrich might 
become a viable alternative 

.. or at least he could wield 
a heavy hand in forming the 
eventual outcome. 

This Gingrich open con- 
vention option is not likely 
to happen, but he won’t 
withdraw from an active 
campaign if there’s any 
chance it could. 

Sen. Santorum probably 
won’t withdraw either, if 
there’s even a tiny chance he 
could win the nomination. 

Nor will Gov. Romney 


withdraw, as Mr. Santorum. 


has suggested, and instead 
likely will win enough dele- 
gate support by mid-sum- 
mer to clinch the nomina- 
tion. 

But in politics, strange 
things often happen, and 


what’s been going on so far 
in this campaign season 
makes any predictions a 
very risky business. 

A word of caution to 
faithful readers: 

Keep in mind == an 
Almanack prediction four 
years ago that the brash 
young senator from Illinois, 
who was challenging the 
Democratic party establish- 
ment by going after his 
party’s nomination for pres- 
ident, was merely a refresh- 
ing flash-in-the-pan who 
wouldn’t survive as a candi- 
date through November of 
2007. 

Oh, yeah. Strange things 
do indeed happen in poli- 
tics.

To the editor: 

[ have a lot of respect for the 
police and sheriff’s offices, but 
I have to question their use of 
“reasonable force” in the shoot- 
ing of William Reddie. 

When the deputies were 
issued their Tasers, were they 
not taught what Tasers are for? 
Or did they think Tasers are 
only good for subduing 
unarmed drunks, and/or taser- 
ing each other and them posting 
the video to YouTube so every- 
one can have a good Jaugh over 
some guy writhing on the floor 
and screaming 1n pain? 

Tasers were invented for the 
express purpose of disarming 
and subduing people without 
the use of deadly force: precise- 
ly the situation in which they 
should have been used in the 


Reddie household. Yet when 
the Tasers obviously should 
have been used, the deputies 
“holstered them to grab their 
service weapons.” 

The excuse was made that 
Reddie was “in such close prox- 
imity” that the deputy was left 
with “no option other than to 
use deadly force to protect him- 
self.” 

Really? Seriously? In every 
demonstration I’ve seen, the 
tasered subject falls to the 
ground instantly. Besides, if 
Mr. Reddie was lunging at the 
officers, and was close enough 
to injure them, wouldn’t it be 
more dangerous to delay the 
second or two it took to pull out 
their service weapons, rather 
than zapping him immediately? 
And if the officers had time to

holster the Tasers and draw 
their guns, why didn’t they have 
time to tase him in the first 
place? 

I and quite a few other people 
have .to question the judgment 
of the deputy. Were deputies 
given rigorous training in using 
a Taser in close quarters? 
Tasers are a new and expensive 
technology, but what good are 
they if the officers put them 
away just exactly when they’re 
called for? 

I feel a lot of regard for 
Sheriff Wakefield, but I hope he 
uses this incident to give more 
training to his deputies so that 
this sort of tragedy is never 
repeated.

After reading the book, 
Chrislam - How Missionaries 
Are Promoting An Islamized

Jensen said the lack of 
space was going to be 
another issue. He added that 
Huron Pines was in discus- 
sion with Wyman regarding 
leasing more building 
space. 

“If we’re not able to 
grow, it hampers our ability 
to work,” Jensen said. 

Crawford County 
Administrator Paul Compo 
said the county had offered 
to remodel the building to 
give Huron Pines more 
office space. He said the 
organization could also use 
an outside entrance to 
access the basement level of 
the building to avoid priva- 
cy concerns with the Health 
Department. 

Huron Pines is now plan- 
ning to move to Gaylord. 
Jensen said that would 
allow the staff to have more 
interaction with the 
Michigan Department of 


Transportation (MDOT) 
and the Michigan 
Department of 
Environmental Quality, 


state agencies they often 
partner with on projects. 

MDOT moved its 
Transportation Service 
Center employees from 
Grayling to Gaylord earlier 
this year as part of state 
budget cost cutting mea- 
sures. 

Huron Pines covers an 
11-county area in northeast 
Michigan. 

Jensen said it would be 
inore cost effective for 
Huron Pines to base its 
operations in Gaylord. 

“There are a plethora of 
buildings available up 
there,” Jansen said. 

Huron Pines’ lease for 
the space in the building 
does not expire until 
October 2013.

Compo had negotiated a 
lease termination, which 
would have allowed Huron 
Pines to vacate the lease on 
May 31, if they paid 
$4,250. That lump sum pay- 
ment would have been half 
of what Huron Pines owed 
the county through Oct. 31. 

Rogers, chairwoman of 
the county’s ways and 
means committee, nixed 
that proposal. 

County officials wanted 
Huron Pines to stay in 
Grayling for the long term 
and counted on revenue to 
recoup money the county 
paid for the building. 

“This was kind of our 
way to ease into that build- 
ing,” Rogers said. 

Now, under the terms 
approved by the majority of 
the county board, Huron 
Pines will pay $10,500 to 
the county, which is half of 
its yearly lease rate. 

Stephenson said he was 
severely disappointed that 
Huron Pines choose to 
leave the community. 

“The fact that they’ve 
already made arrangements 
to move to Otsego County 
tells me a big story,” he 
said. 

Jensen said Huron Pines 
would continue to tackle 
vital conservation projects 
in the area. 

“We bring a lot to 
Crawford County and we 
want to do more,” Jensen 
said.

Currently, the Grayling Farm 
Market has a list of 22 participating 
members, Hubbard would like to have 
more than 50 vendors on board by the 
end of summer. 

The focus on health and providing a 
variely of produce and crafts should 
provide for another banner year for the 
farm market. 

“The trend is even stronger than it 
was last year,” Hubbard said. 

Demonstrations will continue to be 
part of the farm market and the Bridge 
Card, a food assistance program made 
available to low income families and 
senior citizens through the State of 
Michigan, will be accepted for pay- 
ment of produce made available at the 
market this year. 

Hubbard would like to see 2,000 to 


3,000 people attend the farm market 
each weekend by the end of the sum- 
mer, 

She is modeling her business plan 
after a farm market based in Port 
Austin, which is in Michigan’s Thumb 
region. 

“It’s all the way out in the boon- 
docks,” said David Hubbard, Beth’s 
husband who volunteers at the farm 
market. 

Eight years ago, the Port Austin 
Farm Market started with 50 to 60 ven- 
dors. By adding artisans, the farm mar- 
ket has up to 850 participating ven- 
dors. Between 150 to 200 vendors are 
on hand when the farm market is open. 

“On a plain old Saturday, they put 
through 8,000 to 10,000 people and on 
a holiday weekend, [5,000 to 20,000 
people, and they’re all in and out of the 


storefronts, Hubbard said. “Their 
businesses have thrived because of the 
farm market.” 

The Hubbards believe Grayling can 
have one of northern Michigan’s pre- 
miere farm markets selling crafts, 
fruits, vegetables and other food items 
due to the access off of I-75. 

“This community really needs it,” 
David said. 

Volunteers are being recruited to 
help the farm market with its expanded 
plans. 

“It’s really going to be quite an 
undertaking,” Beth said.

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Grayling graduate trapped 


in Mali after military coup

A 2003 Grayling High 
School graduate was among 
a number of Americans 
trapped in a West African 
country, which was taken 
over by its own military 
forces. 

Eric Hunter was hoping to 
fly out of Mali on 
Wednesday, March 28, after 
air flights resume and bor- 
ders of the country are 
reopened, 

Last week, Malian sol- 
diers led by Capt. Amadou 
Sanogo took control of the 
nation from President 
Amadou Toumani Toure. 

Erratic gun fire started 
Wednesday, March 21, and 
fires were started in the 
streets, when the coup start- 
ed. 

Hunter is in Mali, com- 
pleting consulting for a 
planned dredging project to 
mine for gold along the 
Niger River. 

Hunter has remained 
trapped in his hotel for the 
last several days. 


The son of Barbara 
Hunter and Judge John G. 
Hunter, Eric has been in 
daily contact with his par- 
ents by telephone and 
through Skype, a service 
that allows users to commu- 
nicate by voice, video and 
instant messaging over the 
Internet. 

Despite the turmoil, 
Barbara Hunter said her son 
was doing well. 

“He looked to be in good 
spirits and sounded like he 
was in good spirits,” she 
said, “There is not much he 
can do.” 

Barbara tried to get Eric 
in contact with a group vis- 
iting the country though a 
Traverse City-based travel 
agency, but the group and 
Eric were confined to their 
hotels. 

“From what I understand, 
there is no way for him to 
get to their hotel or no way 
for them to get to him,” she 
said. 

John Hunter said people 
in Eric’s hotel had some 
anxious moments, when 


military police came inside 
the hotel. 

“That put everybody on 
edge because there were 
some rumors going around 
that military police were 
coming into the hotels to 
steal alcohol and food and 
even broke into some of the 
individual rooms, but that 
never happened in the hotel! 
where he is staying,” he 
said. 

Eric has been in constant 
contact with U.S. Embassy 
officials. 

“It’s one of those things 
you take for granted as a 
U.S. citizen, but it’s really 
valuable to have a U.S. 
passport,” John said. 

Mali is seen by many 
Western governments as: a 
crucial ally in the fight 
against the regional affiliate 
offshoot of al Qaeda. But it 
faces a new insurgency in 
the northern part of the 
country by Tuareg nomads, 
and the forces who ousted 
Toure accused his govern- 
ment of mishandling the 
uprising.

The latest revolt took root 
in late 2011 but gained 
momentum in January, 
when the rebels began 
attacking towns in northern 
Mali. It has been further 
energized by an influx of 
arms and Tuareg fighters 
who had served under for- 
mer Libyan ruler Moammar 
Gadhafi. 

John Hunter said Eric has 
learned a lot about world 
politics in a short order. 

“It’s been very education- 
al for him because this has 
been his first time outside 
the continental United 
States,” he said. 

Eric, 27, lives in a suburb 
near Denver.
